displaying given first information onfw web browser frame, the given first information 

indicating thai the web browser sent a user id and its accompanying password to the server for a

2. (Original) The method as described in Claim 1 wherein the given first infomiation 
incUitlcs the uscrid. 

3. (Original) The mclhod AS DESCRIBED IN CIrnm 1 wherein the given first mfomiation 
ijicludes a logon icon indicating that the user has executed a logon to the given realm. 

4. (Original) The method as described in Claim 1 wherein the given first infonnalion 
includes information identifying the realm, 

5. (Original) Tlic method as described in Claim 1 further including the steps of; 
responsive to the user later attempting to navigjite to a restricted URL, displaying a new 

logon panel; and 

following logon, displaying given second inforraation on the web browser frame, tlic 
given second infoimation indicating that the web browiser sent a new userid and its 
nccompanying password to the fiervcr for the restricted URL. 

6. (Original) The method as described in Claim 3 further including the steps of; 
responsive lo the user taking a given action, di!P.playing a logoff menu entry; and 
Ttjsponsivc to the user selecting the logoff menu entry, deleting the uscrid and password 

from a basic authcnrical:ion table. 
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7. (Original) The method as described in Claim 6 wherein the given action is selecting the 
logon icon. 

8. (Original) A method for display web browser biisic authentication data, comprising the 
steps of : 

having a user logon to a given realm supported on a sei-ver; and 

displaying given first infomiation on a web biwser frame, tlie given first information 

iiidicaliiig that the web browser sent a uscrid and its accompanying password to the server for a 

first targeted URl.. 

rcsijonsive lo the user later attempting to navig;jlc to a second targeted URL, displaying a 
new logon panel; and 

following logon by the user, displaying given second information on tlic web browser 
fran^e, the given second information indicating that the web browser sent a new uscrid and its 
accompanying passwoixl to the server for the second targeted URL. 

9. (Original) The melhod as described in Claim 8 wherein the first given infonnation 
includci; the uscrid and tlie second given infoiination includes the new userid, 

1 0. (Original) The method as described in Claim 7 wherein the first and second given 
informnlion includes a logon icon indicating that the met as executed a login. 

1 1 . (Original) A computer program product in a compntcr-rcadable medium for displaying 
web browser basic authentication data, comprising: 

means responsive to a user logon to a given realm supported on a server for displaying 
given lirst information on a web browser frame, tlic given first information indicating that the 
web browser sent a uscrid and its accompanying password to the server for a first targeted URL; 

means responsive to the user later attempting to navigate to a second tragct URL for 
displaying a new logon panel; and 

means responsive to logon by the user for displaying given second information on the 
web browser Trainc^ the given second information indicating that the web browser sent a new 
uscrid and its accompanying password to the sei-ver for the second targeted URL. 
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1 2. (Originnl) The computer program product as described in Claim 1 1 wherein the first 
given infonnalion includes Ihc uscrid and llie second given information includes the new userid. 

13. (Original) Tho computer program product as described in Claim 1 1 wheitsin the first and 
second given infomialion includes a logon icon indicating that the user has executed a login. 

14. (Original) The computer program product as described in Claim 13 further including: 
means responsive to the user taking a given action with respect to the logon icon for 

displaying a logoff menu entry; and 

means responsive to the user selecting the logoffmenu entry for deleting the uscrid and 
password from a basic authentication table.

1 5. (Original) A computer program product for displaying web browser authentication data, 
comprising: 

means responsive to a user logon to a given rciilm supported on a server for displaying a

means for displaying a logon icon on the web browser frame, the logon icon

a processor; 
system memory; 
a web browser; and 

an auLhontication data display routine, comprising: 

means responsive to a user logon to a given realm supported on a server for 
displaying a uscrid on a web browser fiwie, the useiid indicating that the web browser 
sent the uscrid and its accompanying password to the server for a targeted URL; and 
means for displaying a logon icon on the web browser frame, the logon icon 
indicating that the user has logged onio the given realru^ 
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17. (Original) A method for displaying web browser cookie data, comprising the steps of: 
having a user connect to a largctcd domain and path on a server; and displaying given 

firet inroi*malion on a web browser frame, the given firU information ijidicating that the web 
browser sent a cookie to iho server for the targeted domain and path. 

18. (Original) Tlic method as described in Claim 17 wherein the given first information 
includes a cookie icon. 

19. (Original) The method as described in Claim 17 wherein the given first infonnation 
incUidci? a count of a mniiber of cookies sent to die server for the targeted URL, 



20. (Original) The nicthod as described in Claim 17 further including the step of: 
responsive to the user taking a given action with respect to the cookie icon, displaying a 

list of one or more cookies sent to the sci-ver for the tai ;>eted URL. 

21 . (Oi-iginal) Tlic method as described in Claim 20 further including the step of: 
displaying a control dialog to enable the user to modify a cookie identified in the list; and 
modifying cookie. 

22. (Original) The nielliod a$ described hi Claim 20 further including the step of: 
displaying a conti'ol dialog to enable the user to delete a cookie identified in the hst; and 
deleting the cookie, 

23. (Original) The mcdiod as described in Claim 20 fuither including the step of: 
displaying a control dialog to enable the user to block a cookie identified iii the Ust; and 
blocking the cookie. 

24. (Original) 'J'he method as described in Claim 20 further including die step of: 
displaying a control dialog to enable the user to unblock a cookio identified in tlic list; 
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25. (Original) A mctliod for using cookie data, cori)pri$ing tho steps of: 

responsive to a user allempt to retrieve a URL w'xlh a web browser, determining whcilier 
the URL has an entry in a table; 

retrieving cookie data from the entry if the entry is marked in the table as unblocked; and 
sending tlic cookie data with the URL to a sci-vcr. 

26, (Original) The method as described in Claim 25 further including the steps of: 
responsive to receipt of data Trom the server, delcmiining whether the data includes new 

Cookie data; 

if the data includes new coolcie data, detenniniiig whether tlic user desires to accept the 



new cookie data; and 

displaying a cookie icon on a fnime of the web brawser. 

27. (Original) The method as described in Claim 26 fiirllier including the steps of: 
responsive to the user taking a given action witji respect to the cookie icon, displaying a 

hsit of cookies for the URL. 

28. (Original) The method as described in Claim 27 further including the stops of: 
displaying a control dialog to enable the user lo take a jyvcn action with respect a cookie 
identified in the hst; and 

taking the given action. 

29. (Original) The method as dcsenbed in Claim 2S wherein the given action is modifying 
(he cookie. 

30. (Original) The method as describcii in Claim 28 wherein the given action is deleting the 
cookie. 

3 1 . (Original) The method as described in Claim 28 wherein the given action is setting the 
cookie as blocked. 
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32. (OrigiTial) The method as described in Claim 2fJ wherein tlie given aclioa is setting the 
cookie HS unblocked. 

33. (Original) A computer program product in a computer-readable medium comprising: 
means responsive to a user connecting to a targcled domain and patli on a server for 

difiplaying given first information on a web browser frame, the given first information Indicating 
Lhal the web browser sent a cookie to the server for the targeted domain and patli; and 

means operative h) a curi'cnt web browser session for displaying a list of cookies sent to 
the server for the targeted domain and path. 

34. (Original) The computer progrnn> product as described in Claim 33 further including 
meons for modifying a cookie identified in the list. 

35. (Original) The computer program product as described in Claim 33 fuiiher including 
nicjins for deleting a cookie identified in the list. 

36. (Original) The computer program product as described in Claim 33 further including 
means for selling a cookie in the list as blocked, 

37. (Original) The computer program product as described in Claim 33 further including 
means for setting a cookie in the list as unblocked. 

38. (Origiml) A computer program product in a coniputer-rcadablo medium for using cookie 
data, comprising! 

means responsive to a user attempt to retrieve a URL with a web browser for determining 
whether the URL has an entry in a table; 

means for retrieving cookie data from the entry in the entry is marked in the table as 
unblocked; and 

means sending tho cookie data with the URL tt'> a sei-ven 

39. (Original) The computer program product as <iescribed in Claim 38 fijrther including: 
uK-ans rcspojisive to receipt of data from the scjver for determining whether tlic data 
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includes new cookie data; 

means respoisivo to a dctcnnination that Ihe data includes new cookie data for 
detennining whether the user desu'es to accqil the new cookie data; and 

means for displaying a cookie icon on a franic of the web browser. 



40. (Original) The compulcr program product as described in Claim 39 further including: 
means responsive to Hic user taking a given action with respect to ihe cookie icon for 

disphiying a list ofcookics for the URL. 

41 . (Original) The coruputer progi am product as described in claim 40 further including: 
means for displaying a control dialog to enable die user to take a given action witli respect 

a cookie identified in the list; and 

means responsive to user input for taking the given action. 



42. (Original) The computer product program as described in Claim 41 wherein the given 
action is selected from a set of given actions consisting of: modifying a cookie in the list, 
deleting a cookie in the list, setting a cookie in the list as blocked, and setting a cookie in the list 
as unblocked. 
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
